ther, planning commissioner,
said, “If the council éxpects us
as a planning commission to sit
and hear protests of zoning
variances and make recommen:
dations, they should consider us
on this matter, The’ council has
been a little bit hasty in grant-
ing* permits under Ordinance
316. We might as well hand it
right ‘back to the council and
say, ‘why ask us to do it The
«council violated its own law.”
Crowther moved that a letter be
sent to the council asking that
the action be rescinded and re-
ferred back to the planning com:
mission, and the motion brought
a second from W.'A, Felker, It
carried unanimously only after
City Judge Otto B. Willett tried
to extract an opinion from City
-‘Attorney J. E. McCall as to the
legality of the council’s action.

“The council's action has no
force and efféct if it acted il-
legally,” Judge Willett declared.
“If it was legal it is up to the
people to act.”

He: then asked McCall for his
apinion as to the legality of the
Iove, and ° McCall responded
“the council is always right.”
He declared that when asked’ by
the council, he would advise
that body ‘of the legal phases
involved in the controversy but
not until requested. £
